It is also known,
semi-officinlly, that instructions will foon be
issued for the preparation for gen-service 0f the
fron-clud monitors Dictator and Canonjens—two
of the best yvesaels of thelr clnss in the possession
of the Government, and now laid up at League
Island.

Efforts are being made by partied belonging to
elthier one side or the other of the Cuban dith-
culty, to open negotintions with the Navy De-
partment for the purchase of o certain few of
our monitors, and hinve asked the lowest price
which the Government will reecive for them.

This ’mwtim-. hna becoma so coms-
mon with the Bpanish suthorities that Admiral
Hoff deems it his duty to call the attenton of
the Government to the fact, in the hope that
some action may be tuken o prevent such ar-
rests in future.

THE BRODHEAD MURDER.

A corregpondent of the Beranton Republican
furnishes the following additional particulirs of
the escape from the Biroudsburg Jall of Brooks
and Orme, the announcement of which was
chronicled in T Evening TELEGRAPH: —

The episodes in the Brodhead murder case are
many, exciting, and varied. The last chapter
was heralded in by the ringing of alarm bells
in Stroudsburg, at about 3 a'clock on Baturday
morning last.  The cltizens thus awakened
listened to hear the ery of fire, bat heard Instead
“ihe prisoners have fled.”  Very soon there was
a large rally ot the jail of & very exelted mulii-
tude, armed sud noarmed, ou bormeback and on
foot, enger for the chasa,

It secins one of the prisoners [eigned sickness,
and ot length thmbled down on the Boor of the
vell asif in o fit or spasm, The other one called
to the old juilor, who was watching In the hall,
and askoed Lim if he would come in and h--hlth".lll
lift his companion on the bed. The old muin
unsuspectingly unlocked the door of the qpll,
leaving the keyvs sticking in the lock,  The pri-
goners ut once sprang to their foet, commanding
the Jallor to keep still at the peril of his Tife.
Their bopples and handonffs they hod previously
removed without keys by hanunering them open,
and they now sprang out, closing the cell door
on the old jellor, and were soon wt liberty out-
side the jail.  They had falled o lock the jullor
i, s0 in a few minutes after their escape the
bells rang ont the adarm, and at an early honrthe
chase bega. Couriers on  horsaback woere sent
ont In every direction, whilst those on fool ook
o the tields and woods, A bloodhound brouglhi
from Jersey for the  purpose soemod to indicate
thist the feflows d mude for the Pocono Mouu-
tindns.

An gxaminntion of the enpty cell led to the
discovery of an opening in the wall wlimost =uill-
clently large o have admitted thelr exit from
thence, I owas made hy suwing out a plece
from an opk plunk abont 12 or 14 inches wide hy
two Inchies thick, and then digging alinost
through the main wall of the bullding, The
eawing sevms o hiwwe been done io the usual
priconer style, with a casc-Kuife filed for the

urpose. It must have tahen many hours of

bor. The stones taken from the wall wore bid
fn their bed. Why they chose to operte on
the old jailor instead of this opening we know
not.

Throughout Baturday the excitement was very
great in Stroudsburg and vicinkiy, and business
eame o halt equad to the day of the murder.
The EBherifl had offered o thowswnd dollars  re-
ward, private individuials hind sdded other hon-
dreds to the offer, and the pursult was vigorous
and ecarpest. Up to Suuday morping uothing
had been heard from the eriminals, Muaoy ol
shie pursuers had returned, decludug the chase
fn vain. At lengil, at about 8 o'clock in the
afternoon, it was rumored that they had boen
captured. Boon after 4 crowd ajprosclied
Stroudsburg, when It was fouwd thial the pri-
goner, Orme, was 1o vustody, while Brooks was
still nt large. )

Orime wis
soon overtalon, when he tarned around, threw
apen his arps, and begged to be shot on the
spot.

The Denils of n Frightful Tragedy - A Mother
nnd Four Children Brained With an Axe -The

Father and Murderer Insane,

Special Deapatoh to The Evening Telepraph,

Cuicaao, April 8. —A despateh to the Times
fromf8t.fPanl gives the details of the horrible
murder which oceurred on Wednesday morning
in Onkdule township, ten miles from that eity. A
farmer named James B Grey, well known in
that section, in a fit of insanity killed his wile
and four children, the latter consisting of two
boys, aged eighteen and eight, and two girlsagoed
five -and three years. The murderer was gbout
forty years old, o large and powerfully-built
wan, and has many relutives in the nelghbor-
hood, He has lately been sutfering [row deaf-
ness, wd grew insane ovor it.

The deed was cammitted aboat daylight, The
neighibors heard Mres, Grey sercamn, and golng to
the honse found the wife aud four children eut
1o pieces with an axe, and the murderer enden-
voring to hang himself.  He was arreswed and
lodged in the St, Paul Jail, where It roquired
thiree or four wen to hold Lim. To sonswer w in-
quiries bhe would only reply, “I killed them all
with an axe. me!”  The wife

Oh, hang Was
murdered first, being cut  in the hoad and
stabbed several dmes, The childeen wore then

murdered and placed in & row on the tleor, their
throats 80 badly cut us to nearly sever the heads
from the body,

The murderér had evidently chopped thelr
hHoads with an axe, mutllating them =0 &5 1o ren-
der recognition almost fmpossible.  The pri-
soner, ot intervals of the paroxysms of maniacal
fury, made a statement detailing the particulars
of the murder.  He say= his motive was thist he
feared he was coming to poverty and the fanily
would he left destitute, and so thought it would

be becer to send them to heaven wt once.  The
prisoner tried to beat his braing out several |
times by jumping aguinst the sides of his cell,
